NIGHT ON THE MIDWAY PLAISANCE, 


Though but Partially Tllumipated the 
Strange Street Is Crowded with Visitors. 
‘Although but partially illummated last 

night, the Midway Plaisance was full of peo- 

ple—and contrasts. It appeared to draw bet- 
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stumble from there inte the sbacks and huts 
prepared for the Laps, due to arrive tomor- 
row from the zone of eternal ice and the mid- 
night son, and then run in the next few steps 
a gantlet of Africans, chanting weird songs 
and wearing about a dime’s worth of cloth- 
ing each.

Opportunities 
for dreams and for the rude shattering of the 
same were at every step. 

At 7 o'clock when the lights of the great il- 
lumined main buildmgs in the grounds prop- 
er were yet pale in the twilight, there

COLUMBIAN GUARDS BARRED OUT, 


They Go to Breakfast and Gatemen Refuse 
Them Admittance—The Matter Arranged. 
A disposition on the part of several hundred 

Columbian Guards to storm the gates of the 
World’s Fair and te route Supt, Horace Tuck- 
er’s gatemen came near resulting in a riot 
along Stony Island avenue early yester- 
day morning. The guards had left 
the grounds to go to breakfast 
under the impression that they would be al- 
lowed to return without the trouble they had 
experienced Friday. But when they got back 
the gatemen informed them that nothing but 
photographic passes would be accepted. The 
guards tried all the gates along the avenue, 
being constantly reinforced by new arrivals 
of men anxious to get in to report for duty. 
But they found all the gatemen resolved to 
keep them out, and the guards lost 
temper. They talked ugly and were 
just arranging plan of battle for making 
forcible entry, when an alarm was sentto guard 
headquarters, 

Capt. Farnham, recruiting officer, had just 
come on duty and he burried over to the gate 
at which the barred out guards had collected 
to avert trouble. He found the guards in an 
ugly mood, bus he persuaded them to be 
peaceable and ordered them to form in line 
and be patient until he could adjust matters. 

Chief Inspector De Remer of the Bureau of 
Admissions happened along shortly after and 
ordered the gates to be thrown open to the 
guards. ‘hey started to give three cheers for 
Capt. Farnham, but he shut off their enthus- 
iasm and the men finally passed off quietly to 
headquarters. 

The guards will be allowod to enter at cer- 
tain gates until they are provided with photo- 


‘graphic passes. There is open rebellion on 


the part of the guards against posing for 
passes, but the Department of Admissions as- 
sorts that they must comply with the rule or 
be kept out of the ground. 

“There are over 600 guards, passes taking 
up room in our department, and we will cer- 
tainly have to take measures against such of 
them as refuse to take them away,“ said Chief 
Inspector De Remer. 


COLUMBUS CARAVELS COMING, 


They Are Expected to Float in the Lagoon 
About the Ist of July. 


Wasntwarox, D. O., May 1%—Uniless some-

There was a great deal of quiet satisfaction 
yesterday among the members of the World’s 
Fair Directory over the action taken by that 
body the day before in regard to opening the 
Fair Sundays, as indicated by the resolution 
passed at the Friday meeting. There were 
rumors of all kinds lam around as to what 
the National Commission would or would not 
do, but they seemed to have caused tittle com- 
ment among the directors, as the majority 
were of the opinion that the opening of the 
grounds was entirely a matter ot Directory 
control. There were also rumors of iajunc- 
tons, but it was thought that such things 
would be settled by the date of Sunday open- 
ing, May 21. The time was ample between 
now ahd then for shy such proceed- 
ings m the cburts and the direc- 
tors seemed to think that trickery 
would not be resorted to by the opponents to 
Sunday openmg. When questioned as to the 
probable effect of possible injunctions and as 
to whether the Fair was at the mercy of any- 
one who might choose to institute such 
legal process, the invariable answer was that 
the person or persons issuing the injunction 
would have to furnish a heavy bond, say $75,- 
000 or $100,000, and should the decision of the 
court be for an open Fair the bond would be 
held for any loses the Exposition might suffer 
in consequence. This, it is thought, will pre- 
vont any midnight injunctions which would 
prevent the Fair being opened at the last mo- 
ment. Should the matter get into the courts 
the directors seem to be willing to abide by 
the decision then rendered. 


What Director A. H. Revell Thinks. 


Director Alexander H. Revell thinks there 
is little question of the orders of the directory 
being interfered with. He says the board 
took the action it did after a thorbug study 
of the possible complications which might 
arise, and only after it was sure that it had 
the necessary power to throw open the World's 
Fair gates. To his mind the question was 
purely a legal one and ond the control of 
the National Com missiv Mr. Revell says:

LYON & HEALY’S SIDE OF THE STORY. 


Reaffirm the Agreement to Exclade In- 
struments of Non-Exhibiters. 


James E. Healy of Lyon & Healy stated as 


follows: 

About the ist of February it became 
known by the Chicago music trade that a 
strong effort was being made in the Hast to 
induce piano manufacturers to withdraw their 
exhibita from the Fair; in fact, several had 
already done so. P. J. Healy, the President 
of this concern, in company with I. N. Camp 
of Estey & Camp, and E. 8. Conway of 
the W. W. Kimball company, called 
upon Director-General Davis, mainly for 
the purpose of offering their moral 
support in the impendmg difficulty. 
Tnen and thore the Director General stated 
voluntarily and without solicitation that no 
seceding or non-exhibiting manufacturer 
would be permitted to introduce his pianos 
into the music hail or elsewhere upon the 
grounds; that pianos that were not on ex- 
hibition would positively be barred from use 
at the concerts. Acting upon teis assurance, 
we induced Messrs. J. & C. Fischer of New 
Torx City, of whom we are the Western rep- 
resentatives, to reconsider their determina- 
tion of withdrawing. The declaration of the 
Director-General, above quoted, was ac- 
cepted by them in good faith; otherwise 
their exhibit would not now be in the 
Manufactures Building. From Messrs. J. 
& C. Fischer we learn that the proposition 
to withdraw originated with Nahum Stetson 
at a meeting of the Eastern piano men at 
Stetson’s residence. Said Stetson is manager 
of the business of Steinway & Sons. This 
generally acknowledged compact of Director- 
General Davis with the loyal piano exhibiters 
was practically ratified by the World’s Fair 
directors in the fact that they, the directors, 
delegated one of their number, James W. 
Elisworth, to goto New York to implore a 
certain Eastern firm to reinstate its exhibit 
in order that its piano might be 
used at the two Paderewski recitais. 
That firm showed at once its contempt of 
the overtures of the World's Fair officials and 
its compléte control of the personnel of the 
Musical Burean by refusimgto accede to the 
proposition of Ellsworth and then bringing 
about the use of ite instruments at the afore- 
said concerts directly in defiance of the man- 
date of the Director-General. All of which 
circumstances are already familiar to the pub- 
lic. Thus was one piano firm enabled to ob- 
tain, gratis, the most valuable advertising in 
the gift of the Expcsition, after doing every- 
thug within its power to impair or 
destroy the musical feature of the Fair, while 
the loyal piano firms whose investments at 
the World’s Fair will be in the vicinity of 
$1,000,000 were left out in the cold—and they 
are still in that predicament, for a scrutiny of 
the musical program shows that among the 
prominent pianists only artists in the Stein- 
way pay have been selected, notwithstanding 
the fact that there are a large number of 
artiste of the first rank who have no connec- 
tion with house.

Secretary E. S. Conway of the Kimball 
company said yesterday, in explanation of the 
position taken by his firm, Hstey & Camp, 
and the Lyon & Healy company in deciding 
not to withdraw their piano and musical 
exhibits from the Worid’s Fair, that their 
joint action was taken principally in order to 
show their loyalty to the Exposition and make, 
if possible, a success of the Bureau of Music. 

“ The action of the New York, Boston, and 
other Eastera piano manufacturers in with- 
drawing their exhibits from the Fair shows 
their disloyalty to the Exposition and 
its success,” said Mr. Conway. ‘“ At 
first we signed a petition in conjunction with 
the ru manufacturers asking the local 
board to make no awards. Bot when we 
found the commission. would make awards on 
the exhibits we aid not desire to be so unfair 
as to withdraw and thereby make the Bureau 
of Music a complete failure. Thatis what it 
would have been if all piano firms had done 
what the rn firms did.” -. 

“ Do you think the allotment of space and 
its subsequent reduction had much to do with 
the New York firms withdrawmg their ex- 
hibits?” he was asked. 

Very little. Awards were what they did 
not favor. As to why, you can form your own 
conclusions. This talk about caring. nothi 
for awards from the greatest fair expos 
tion the world has ever seen will not hold 
water.

DIDN’T LIKE MR, THACHER’S PLAN,

Even the firm in which I have 
an interest, the Estey Piano company, threat- 
ened at one time to abandon the space grant

It was about Feb. 1 that this trouble first 
came to the ears of the directors of the Expo- 
sition. After consultation among the local 
music men, with the welfare of the Fair at 
heart, a committee of Mr. Healy of 
Lyon & Healy, Mr. way of W. W. Kim- 
ball & Co., and myself, went to Director-Gen. 
eral Davis. We p to stand by him 
and he said that the seceding firms were mak- 
img a great mistake. He also said that no 
tirm not exhibiting would be allowed to place 
its pianos or other instruments in the hails of 
the Exposition. He said that all the influence 
of the Fair would be thrown in favor of loyal 
piano firms. We went out and made these 
same representations to various firms 
that were wavering. Chickering & Sons were 
won over, and likewise some of the other 
l t firms. Further assurances were given 
by Mr. Davis and the local board that none 
but exhibiting firms should havea place for 
their instruments any where in the Exposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Camp pointed out that after such posi- 
tive assurances as the manufacturers received, 
it was surprising and disappointing to have 
the Musical Bureau, Mesers. Thomas and Ells- 
worth, override the decision of the directors 
and introduce instruments of seceding com- 

nies at the first concerts. It was too much

WHY THE WEBERS DID NOT EXHIBIT. 


The Firm Was Not Satisfied with the Plan 
of Making Awards. 

Charles C. Curtiss, who is the head of the 
firm representing the Weber piano ia Chica- 
go, smiled when asked why the makers of that 
instrument had joined the ranks of the dis- 
loyal manufacturers. 

The adjective seems to bea favorite one 
with those interested in the present piano con- 
troversy, he said. but I can assure you that 
the manufacturers of the Weber piano had no 
thought of being disloyal to the Exposition 
when they withdrew their exhibit. The space 
assigned them, while not 80 large as they 
wished, was accepted and their formal ac. 
ceptance of it was sent to the Department 
of Liberal Arts. This was before the 
subjects of awards had been extensively dis- 
cussed, much less decided. When this subjeot 
did come up the Webers joined with all the 
other leading tirms of the country, represent- 
ing over 90 per cent of all the piano manu- 
facturers in America—in the request that no 
awards should be given, that all instruments 
should be exhibi merely as a specimen of 
one of the great industries of the! and 
not for prizes. The com mittee representing the 
New York Piano Manufacturers’ Association 
went from New York City to Albany and 
brought before John Boyd Thacher this ques. 
tion of awards. They were received, I am 
told, in a cavalier fashion by that official and 
were informed that each exhibiter should 
have the determining as to whether his pianos 
were to be ente for competition or for 
exhibition purposes only; but that the jury in 
making its awards would claim the right tb 
examine all instruments, whether entered for 
competition or not, and would report upon 
them.

JOHN BOYD THACHER REPLIES, 


He Defends the Single Expert System of 
Making Awards. 

John Boyd Thacher yesterday replied to the 
protest which the Commissioners of seven 
countries submitted to the National Commis- 
sion asking for a change in the system of 
awards. Mr. Thacher feels certain that the 
regulations are not understood, not only by 
these foreign Commissioners but by other ex- 
hibiters. So in his statement he sets forth 
just how the system will be pursued. 
He first speaks of the old system of 
jury awards and while declaring that it had 
many merits it stili fostered, he declares, the 
least generous of sentiments and opened wide 
the door to corrupt schemes and practices of 
every sort. By the practically single judge 
system the expert is placed on his honor and 
as his work will be reviewed by a board he 
will be obhged to give valid reasons for his 
findings. Then the Departmental committee, 
having once put the stamp of its final ap- 
proval on the proposition of a judge, gives to 
the award, when made, the full weight of its 
own judgment.

The whole attention of diplomats is 
directed to the small powers, one of which 
may always be disposed to light the match, 
and if the conflagration is not extinguished in- 
stantly it may spread to the whole of Europe 
and nobody can say where it would stop. The 
danger may also come from the side of Greece, 
which is going through another ministerial 
crisis which is evidently inspired by England. 
If things take a bad turn at Athens, European 
intervention is possible and would be a fresh 
cause of conflict..

— The week here has been given up to 
pagedntry. While Germany has been torn 
with the conflict between the Kaiser and those 
whom he governs England has been cement- 
ing the affection between its people and their 
Queen. What with the drawing-room Tuesday, 
one of the largest ever held, and the great 
ceremonial opening of the British Imperiah 
Institute Wednesday, which gathered to- 
gether crowds greater than those at the 


Queen's Jubilee, the interchange between the 


governed and those who govern has been 
closer than for years. It needs some such 
demonstration to show how openly patriotic 
all of Engiand is. 

To those who had a good view of all the 
members of the royal family it was a matter 
of conrmon comment that the Queen, in spite 
of her age, looked stronger 1 —— 
served than either her son or grandson, 
and seemed to have a fair chance of outliving 
both the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
York. The Prince is getting gray. There are 
deep lines in his face and he suggests 
a man of more than 60. The Duke 
of York, with his slenderness, seems 
far from strong. His bride that is to be, 
Princess May, attracted almost as much at- 
tention as did the Queen herself. She was 
nervous under the fire of hundreds of thou- 
sand of eyes, and was plainly ill at case. 
Those who know about such things and study 
them say she doesn’t know how to bow, and, 
of course, this is one of the great requisites ia 
a possibly future Queen. 

Princess May at the Drawing- Room. 

The drawing-room was in every way notable 
for its size, for its costumes, and for the num- 
ber of brides presented. Here Princess May 
was again the center of interest. She wore a 
dress of white satin brocade of silvery sheen. 
The design was of groups of roses, all with 
white edges satin tinged, and the pelisse 
veined with satin, which gave an effect of sl-. 
ver. The desigu was doubly appropriate, as 
it combined the floral emblem of England and 
the badge of the house of Tork. 
So rich a material needed but little trimming, 
but was treated with that simplicity which 
shows true art. Theskirt was finished with 
three narrow frills, not full, of perfect fit and 
put on in a prettily undulating way. The 
bodice, which was most clevétly made, was 
with a little 
shimmering fringe of crystal. Around the 
shoulders was a softly arranged fichu of snowy 
chiffon bordered with lace. The sleeves of 
satin were in single puffs, the fichu falling 
prettily over them and they were outlined in 
silver and fringed withcrystal. The train was 
of pure white satin.

The truth is that 
the difficulties experienced in bringing the en- 
gagement about proceeded mainly from the 
Duke, who both objected to being married sv 
soon and disliked the idea of marrying 
his brothers f#ancée, The Princess of 
Wales, who regarded the thing more 
from a sentimental than 4 state 
point of view, supported the Duke of 
York in resisting the engagement, and has 
not even yet sent any message of congratula- 
tion to her son or to his betrothed. The 
Prince of Wales from the first insisted on the 
match and, as his parental influence has al- 
ways been paramount with his sons, he has 
carried the day. It is not suggested that the 
Duke dislikes Princess May, or that this heart 
is otherwise engaged, but it. is positive that 
he entered into the engagement without en- 
thusiusm. the pair have been about 
a good deal in London during the 
las? week, and it has been a matter 
of general .comment that their attitude to. 
ward one another seems to be constrained. 
It may be added that the Duke of York is by 
no means as popular in society as the Duke 
of Clarence was. He is rather morose and 
sly, und it 18 comglained that since he has 
come into the direct succession to the throne 
he puts on airs i a way that suggests a strong 
resemblance to the Duke of Edin burg, who 
is the most unpopular member of the Royal 
family. ,

Roads May Run as Many Trains as 
They Piease-—Chicage and Alton Will 
Make Better Time—Other Railway News. 
The Colorado passenger rate war is ended 
and rates locally in Colorado will be restored 


to the old basis as soon as proper notice can 


be given. The conference between Presidents 
Reinhart of the Santa Fé and Jeffery of the 
Rio Grande and the general passenger 
officials of those roads, which has been in 
progress at President Reinhart’s office for the 
last two days, resulted in an agreement yes- 
terday evening which restores harmonious re- 
lations between the Colorado Midland Di- 
vision of the Santa Fé and the Denver and 
Rio Grande railroads, The details of the 
agreement have not yet been completed, and 
to dispose of this work another meeting will 
be held Monday. The general agreement 
which was completed yesterday, however, 
covers all the important points and the ar- 
rangement of minor details will cause no 
further friction. 

The impression has heretofore prevailed 
that the trouble was caused by the demand of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé that the 
Rio Grande should run but one through train 
daily between Denver and Grand Junction, 
the same as the Colorado Midland. and that 
the Rio Grande refused to do so on the ground 
that it could not get along with less than two 
trains a day if it meant to accommodate its 
Eastern connections—the Burlington, Rock 
Ilsand, and Missouri Pacific. The conference 
between the Presidents of the two roads de- 
veloped the fact that the number of trains to 
be run by either of the two roads between 


Denver and Grand Junction had little, if any- 


thing, to do with the matter. 

The trouble, it is learned, wasdue to a mis- 
understanding between two roads as re- 
gards the operation of the line between Glen- 
wood Springs (New Castle) and Grand 
Junction, which is owned jointly by the 
two roads and furnishes both an outlet from 
Glenwood Springs to Grand J * where 
connection is made with the Rio Grande 
Western railway.

Their Work Began in Decorating Gorgeous 
Signs for Taverns—Peale’s Famous Por- 
traits of Gen. Washington—Robert Ful- 
ton Gave Up His Brush to Evolve His 
Steamboat—Morse, Inventor of the Tel- 
egraph, Had to Give His Pictures Away 
~—John Trumbull, the Warrier Artist. 


that of Lincoin and his Cabinet signing the 
emancipation proclamation, though it hangs 


upon the walls of the Capitol, does 


not seem to most of us to have 
the archaic value of the paintings by 
Trumbull, Chapman, Wren, and Vander- 
lyn, which are to be seen near by in the old 
rotunda. Going farther to the head of one of 
the stairways opening upon the gallery of the 
Senate, where we see the striking portrait 
hanging there of Washington as a Virginia 
Militia Colonel, we could almost regret that 
our American artists had not, like Charles 
Wilson Peale, persevered from the saddler’s 
bench and the sign-painter’s avocation to be- 
come portrait painters sui generis. There 
seems to be a fidelity about those earlier 
portraits which the theatrical teachings of the 
French never attain. 

In the early days, when the tavern was the 
center, most generous and loquacious to pub- 
lic life, the tavern sign was something of a 
work of art; it represented the White Horse, 
the Red Lion, King George, the Duke of Marl- 
berough, Dr. Franklin, ete. The best and 
most indulgent critics were those who walked 
up the street and saw the new sign and com- 
pared it to older signs, and thus the streets 
were arts’ first schools, One Claypole and 
his scholar Pratt painted some excellent 
signs ian Philadelphia of cocks in barn- 
yards and even of the constitution 


ai convention of 1788. Benjamin West was 


engaged to a maiden of the Pratt family and 
another Pratt studied with West in London 
and came back to America to delineate our 
ladies This Pratt and Charles Wilson Peale 
had been schoolmates and arranged Peale’s 
museum together, which was tirst established, 
I think, in the State House at Philadelphia. 
This second Pratt painted fine signs of dro- 
vers and hunters, and Neagie said that his 
were the best signs he ever saw. An artist 
named Wright, who studied art when Dr. 
Franklin was Minister to Paris, came back 
and painted Washington and designed the first 
ec and medals in this country at the old 
* on Seventh street, Philadelphia. Wash- 
on Was so much pursued when he was the 
most popular man in the world, to have his 
— rait taken by various artists, that he re- 
ed himself sometimes to them and they 
would catch him in church and there take his 
profile during tne hours others devoted to pen- 
ance. [tis no doubt satisfactory to say that 
this artist Wright. who painted in church, was 
killed by the yellow-fever, which had the bad 
taste, however, at the same time to kill a great 
many clergymen, patriots, and other folks. 
Peale’s Washington Portraits. 


The Eastern shore of Maryland produced 
our best provincial master, Charles Wilson 
Peale. He was born ‘at Chestertown, Md., 
nearly opposite Baltimore across the Bay in 
1741. He was the first painter of Washington. 
He was not above art and a museum of paint- 
ings to teach the rising generation of Ameri- 
cans to remember the faces of those who set 
them free. Peale had worked in leather, 
wood, and the metals, repaired clocks, meld. 
ings, and harness, stuffed birds, was an ama- 
teur dentist, and delivered peripatetic lect- 
ures. Going to Nortolk he saw the paintings 
of Sraser and they fired him with ambition. 
When he went baek be painted a portrait and 
every body advised him to go to i phia 
and get instruction. A German, who had 

intea under Kneller, taught him some aad 

then went on to see Conley at Boston, and 
finally in 1770 went over to London to sit with 
Benjamin West, where he was poor, but West 
divided food with him. He came back to 
America in 1774. He was a soldier at Trenton 
and Germantown, but went about the camps 
sketching from nature and taking the faces of 
the soldiers and thus laid the basis for his use- 
ful gallery. The picture of Washington as a Vir- 
1 Colonel is the first authentic likenesa of 

im by this public-spirited Marylander. He 
not only painted Washington as he was before 
fame loaded him with responsibiliti but 
followed him er the camps of the Revo- 
lution and pain him again, taking his 
studies at Valley Forge, Trenton, Princeton, 
and Monmouth. A copy of this last_ picture 
belonged to the unfortunate King of France 
and in time it was brought toAmerica. Peale 
— fourteen portraits of Washington. 

rangers came froin all parts of America to 
have Peale paint them. is mechanical skill 
availed tu frame his pictures, cut the glasses 
and the ivory, for he could paint miniaturo as 
well as canvas. He died at 85, the same year 
that John Adams and Jefferson died. Those 
who go to old Independence Hail in Philadel- 
phia will feela fidelity in Peale’s pictu 
which hang upon the walls. There are 117 o 
them. Nearly all are Americans and Ameri- 
can sympathizers. He painted Franklin, just 
before his death, in a single sitti accom pa- 
nied by his son, Rembrandt Peale. Hazlitt 
and Earle also left many portraits, and 
it is a touching fact Earle was put in 
prison for debt and that Alexander Hamilton 
sent his wife and other ladies to sit to him in 
prison so that he cvuld paint his way out. 

Robert Pulton was born near the Susque- 
hanna River in Southern Pennsylvania the 
year after Dunlap, in 1765, and he began to 
draw at school, going down to Philadel. 
phia poor he so worked with his pencil that 
he bought a farm, on which be put his wid- 
owed mother and then removed to New York 


and painted miniature, but everything point-

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OPENING JACKSON PARK SUNDAY. 

The action taken by, the World's Fair Di- 
rectors in voting that “the grounds 
surrounding the Exposition buildings (the 
buildings contaming exhibits remaining 
closed)” be qopen to the public Sun- 
days, commencing a week from to- 
day, for haif the sum charged fur admission 
to the Exposition proper, ean be attacked on 
only two grounds—its illegality or ite immor- 
ality or harm fulness. 

That it is not illegal is clear enough from 
Mr. Edwin Walker's opinion, which it is un- 
necessary to summarize. He is too gooda 
lawyer to make any loose statements in a pa- 
per which will be widely read and much dis- 
cussed. Is it then immoral to throw open the 
ground surrounding the Exposition Buildings, 
which were open tothe public Sundays as 
woll as week days prior to the first of May? 
Will any one be harmed by going there or 
on Midway Plaisance now, when there was no 
pretense of any harm when they were open 
three years ago, before the Exposition com- 
pany took temporary possession? A year 
from now the park will be ander the control 
of the South Park Commissioners,, Will it be 
wrong for them to admit the public then on 
the first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday? 

It is not deemed injdrious for pedple to 
watch the lake from the Lipcoln Park beach 
Sunday, to sail in the park boats on that day, 
to look at the statues, or to eat at the refec- 
tory. No one has shown that those practices

are corrupting. It is not likely, therefore, 


that any one will be made worse by looking 
at the lake froin Jackson Park, sailing in the 
boats which ply on its lagoons, admiring the 
exterior of the buildings which adorn the 
park, gazing at the playing fountains, or 
strolling along the pleasant roads and study- 
ing the flowerbeds. 
Nor is it easy to see how the cause of moral- 
ity can be endangered if peuple are permitted 
to walk along the Midway Plaisance from 
park to park, even if they do pass through the 
Irish Village on the way. What is there in 
that “loveliest village of the plan which 
makes it unfit to be seen Sundays but quite 
proper on every other day of the week? As it 
is not wrong to gaze at strange animals in 
Lincoln Park Sunday it cannot be wicked to 
look atstrange peoples on the Midway Plai- 
sance, -to study the manners and customs of 
Javanese, Turks, and Arabians, If the green- 
houses are open in Lincoln Park Sunday why 
not tne Beauty Show in the Midway Plaisance? 
The buildings which contain the exhibits 
are not to be opened. The exhibiters and 
their employés will not de on duty. Not one 
of the hundreds of thousands who will visit 
Jackson Park Sunday will be able to see any- 
thing in any of the great structures which oc- 
cupy a portion of the park. No machinery 
will be running. No more men will be work- 
ing than were on duty last Sunday. The only 
question is then: Is it wrong for men, wom- 
en, and children to walk about in an inclosure 
because it contains beautiful buildings whose 
doors are shut or because it has Irish villages, 
Egyptian streets, and a Ferris wheel? No m- 
telligent person can answer in the affirma. 
tive. . 
Common sense and the moralities are on 
| the side of the directors, who are trying to 
minister to the innocent enjoyment of hun- 
dreds of thousands of American men and 
women. They propose simply to open on the 
first day of the week a park which belongs te 
the people as much as does Lincoln or Wash- 
ington Park, and they cannot see in the fact 
that there are beautiful buildings in the park 
a reason for driving the people away, 


ATTENDANCE AT THE FAIR. 

Some unfriendly sympathizers with the Fair 
in other cities are expressing their regret that 
the attendance is so small as yet and are 
propherying failure with seeming sorrow, but 
real pleasure. Itis probable also that some 
of the persons who have concessions are dis- 
copraged because they have not taken in more 
money up to date. There is no reason for the 
veiled delight of one set of people or the fears 
of the other. 

As yet nearly all who have paid to go to the 
Exposition have beea residents of Chicago. 
It is true that many non-residents —their ag- 
gregate number is large—who expect to be 
out of the United States during the summer 
have been here to see what they could during 
the first week or two weeks of the Fair. They 
did not like to have to admit while abroad 
that they had seen nothing of it. It 
is true also that many persons pase 
ing through the city have stopped off to 
visit the Fair, though they knew much was 
lacking as yet. Butthe mass of those who 
have gone have been Chicagoans, and there 
would have been far more of them if the gates 
had not been shut against them on that day 
when it is most convenient for them to go. 
Considering that this is a city of workers and 
not of people of elegant leisure the attend- 
ance has not been bad. 

It is not surprising that the rush of outsid- 
ers has not begun yet. It is known everywhere 
that the exhibits are not ull in place. Enough 
are installed now to keep a man busy ior a 
week looking at them, but many men have a 
feeling that they will lose something if they 
come before everything is in place. The 
stories about the intended extortions of res 
taurant keepers and hotel men have been 
spread far and wide. The extortions have 
been stopped, and there will be no difficulty 
about gettimg good and cheap quarters, but

81 at ieags. It is altogether probable we have 
heard the last of it, and that Mr. Thomas and 
the pubhe will not be held up any longer for 
the benefit of the advertisers. It is fortunate 
that this has been the outcome, for it has avert- 
ed what threatened to be a serious calamity to 
the Fair from an artistic and a heavy loss from 
the financial point of.view: Had it been in 
the power of the gentlemen from the art cen- 
ters to compel the dismissal of Mr, Thomas 
his orchestra would hoe followed him toa 
man. Had Mr. Thomas been forced to resign 
Mr. Tomlins, director of the choral music, 
would have resigned also, and the Apollo club 
would have followed their leader. The Mu- 
sical Bureau would have existed only in aame. 
The money expended on Music Hall and 
Choral Hall, over $890,000, would have been 
thrown away. The money expended for choral 
and orchestral purposes, some $300,000, also 
would have been wasted. To talk of other 
leaders was the silliest twaddle. Leaders with- 
out orchestra, without a chorus, and with- 
out programs, which cannot be made in 
a day or m a month, would be utterly 
useless. The proposition was too siily for an 
instant’s contemplation. Had the Utah com- 
mittee had ite way it would have insulted and 
disgraced a great leader, against whom it has 
preferred no charges, and for all practical 
purposes would have thrown a million dollars 
of the Exposition’s money into the lake. 

For the gratifying outcome of this silly con- 
troversy the credit is largely due to Commie- 
sioner St. Clair, whois one of the clearest- 
headed. and most far-seeing members of the 
National Commission. His admirable speech 
at the meeting Friday for the first time 
aroused the attention of mémbers to the folly 
of the course they were about to take at the 
dictation of the Utah committee, and it was 
at the same time a vindication of the Director- 
Genera! of the Fair as well as of the Director 
of the Musical Bureau. He settled at once 
and for all the erroneous statement in the re- 
port that the Director-General made a con- 
tract to prevent and forbid the use of any in- 
struments in the Music Hall other than those 
of exhibiters. He pushed this matter still 
further, with the declaration that the Director- 
General stated to the delegate from Utah and 
in the presence of the entire committee that 
“the promise he did make to these gentlemen 
was not a part of the consideration that in- 
duced them to exhibit in this Exposition. 
Ia the face of this revelation is it not time 
for the delegate from Utah to rise and 
explain why he gave publicity to such a 
report? Mr. St. Clair further says: Ik that 
report contains any statement which on the 
face of it justifies the impeachment of any 
man in the employment of the Exposition or 
the commission, I do not understand what it 
means. Nor does any oneelse. The gentle- 
man from Uta and his associates from the 
art centers have undertaken the astonishing 
task of convicting a man on charges which 
have not been preferred, on gossip and ru- 
mors, some of which were known to be base- 
leas, without the benefit of witnesses, without 
a trial, which every man has a right to have, 
acting merely with partisan prejudices aroused 
by outsiders for advertising purposes in a mat- 
ter of the merits of which they were pro- 
foundly ignorant until they were enlightened 
by Commissioner St. Clair. Fortunately the 
thréatened calamity 1s averted, bat when the 
History of this Exposition is written the most 
astonishing incident in the story will ve the 
attempt that was madeto dismiss and disgrace 
Theodore Thomas and to endanger if not de- 
stroy the great musical scheme which he had 
constructed with such infinite skill, patience, 
and toil. 2 


THE RETURN TO PALESTINE. 

C. A. Dana has paid a visit to the Holy 
Land and the report of his observations cov- 
ers a page of the New York Sun. . He traveled 
by railroad from Jaffa to Jerusalem, a dis- 
tance of little more than thirty miles in a 
straight line, though fifty by we route taken 
by the iton horse, and his most important 
deduction was connected with the locomotive 
that took him there and back. He quotes 
from the last chapter of Isaiah the prophecy 
about the return of the Hebrew exiles to the 
Holy City, which has been referred to by 
many among the Oriental Jews in support of 
the opinion that the opening of a railroad 
route to Jerusalem must precede the coming 
of the Messiah expected by them to appear 
for their deliverance and regathering as a na- 
tion. 4 

The prophet is represented in the English 
Bible as saying that the brethren shall return 
upon horses and in chariots, and in litters 
and upon mules, and upon swift beasts. The 
Hebrew original of thé last two words is 
kirkaroth, a term which oceurs only ths once 
in the whole Bible. But the roots of this word 
are found in II. Samuel vi., 14, where it is ap- 
plied to the swaying dance of David, and in 
the common Hebrew word for furnace.“ 
Hence Dr. Pereira Mendes believes the word 
should be translated to mean “swaying fur- 
naces. There is not the least justification 
for the English rendering, which was stumbled 
upon in the time of King James, when there 
was no worm to expross the Hebrew in this 
passage. But hardly could a more accurate 
epithet be applied to a railway locomotive than 
to call it @ swaying furnace, and scarcely 
copld the prophet have applied a more accu- 
rate term in describing what he had seon in his 
vision of the return of the Hebrews by all 
kinds of conveyances, among them one which 
he had never beheld in his previous life, but 
which “swayed” and carried fire. The word 
must be admitted to be a picturesque one for 
describing a train or locomotive in rapid mo- 
tion. Certainly it cannot mean either camels 
or asses, as other well-known Hebrew words 
are regularly used for these animals, and it is 
not likely the prophet would use it to mean a 
dromedary, when only a few chapters earlier 
(IL, 6) be employs a different word, which is 
translated as dromedary.“ 

This explanation may be of considerable in. 
terpst to etymologists, but the fact remains 
that the Jews are not returning to Palestine, 
and do not want to go there. They are wide- 
ly scattered in many different countries, in all 
of Which they make themselves at home as 
far as permitted to do so, and the peculiar 
genius of the people does not appear to favor 
actual segregation of all or even a majority 
of their num ber in Holy Land. Things

punishable by a fine of from ten to a hundred 
dollars for each offense. | 

Thus far only one person out of the 500 who 
are affected by the ordinance has taken out a 
license. It ig not likely that many others will 
do so unless they are driven to it. - The license 
fee is nominal and no one can say that it isa 
hardship for him to pay it, Tho object is to 
have the whereabouts of all these places knuwn 
so that the Health Department can keep a 
closer watch on them and so that by the threat 
of the revocation of a license and consequent 
stoppage of business the Commissioner can 
force the proprietor of a shop to keep his 
premises in decent condition. 

It is for the city authorities to decide 
whether the ordinance shall be enforced gr al- 
lowed to die, because there is no longer any 
stir made about sweaters and their shops. It 
is true that there is a bill before the Legisla- 
ture providing fot the State mspection and 
regulation of these establishments. But it ix 
by no means certain that it will become a law. 
The city authorities would not be justified in 
assuming that it would and that therefore they 
can with safety disregard the ordinance adopt- 
ed by the Council three months ago, It is 
their duty to notify the proprietors of these 
workshops, through the police, to appear and 
be licensed. If they fail to obey at once then 
the Law Department should begin suits 
against them. ‘ 

There is no doubt that mang of the places 
where ready-made clothing is manufactured 
are in a bad sanitary condition, that clothing 
is handled sometimes in roams occupied by 
persons sick with scarlet fever and similar dis- 
eases, and it is natural that such diseases 
should under the circumstatices be dis- 
tributed widely. Consequéntiy the Comm 
sioner of Health shoukl pay no attention to 
what the State is talking of doing, but which 
it is not likely to do, and insist on the enforce- 
ment of the city ordinacce. 


A WORTHY PROJECT. 

Through the exertions of Lady Aberdeen 
the Irish exhibition at the World’s Fair has 
attracted unusual attentiom during the last 
week, and there is now no indication ot its 
abatement. Lady Aberdeen has inspired a 
large number of the women of Chicago with 
some of her own enshusiasm in promoting the 
enterprise. They are organizing s meeting 
and entertainment in ite aid at Cextral Music 
Hali next Tuesdayevening, which already gives 
promise of great success. The gross proceeds 
of this entertamment will be devoted to im- 
proving the exhibit, making it more diversi- 
tied, and therefore a more marked success 
trom a commercial and an educational stand- 
point. 

When Ireland was deprived of its Parlia- 
ment through the flagrant and corrupt use 
of. money, offices, and titles by the Brit- 
ish ministers at the commencenient of the 
present century, the promising and progres- 
sive industries of the island received a serious 
setback. The alien Legisiaturé lent them no 
helping hand and they languished and died. 
It was not until Mr. Paruell became the ac- 
knowledged leader of the Irish people that 
any concerted effort was made to revive those 
industries, But even the movement ipaugu- 
rated by that great Irishman did not gain 
much strength, hampered as it was bys po- 
litical environment. Lady Aberdeen took ai- 
rection of it when her position as Lady Lieu- 
tenant was necessary to prevent it from col- 
lapsing altogether. She has maintained the 
stand she took in 1886 through all the vicissi- 
tudes of the intervening period. By her exer- 
tions the cottage, industries in lace 
making, basket-making, and wood-carv- 
ing have afforded lucrative employment 
to thousands of poor families. and saved them 
from many deprivations and humiliations. 
But those industries are yet in their infancy. 
They need development and encouragement. 
The meeting of next Tuesday evening has 
been organized to supply the means for both 
and should be attended largely. Incidentally 
is will honor a noble woman and bring before 
the public one of the most interesting features 
of the World’s Pair.

THE EXTORTION PRACTICES STOPPED, 

The policy pursued by Tun Cutcago Tu- 
Ung in exposing the extortions practiced by 
certain restaurants and ‘hotels in Jackson 
Park or adjacent to it has bofne excellent 
fruit, and those timid souls who. feared that 
these exposures would prejudice the success of 
the Fair and keep people away probably are 
convinced by this time that it was the only 
safe course to pursue. The exposure came 
none too soon and its effects already are ap- 
parent. The prices at the restaurants have 
been toned dowa toa reasonable rate—reason- 
able in consideration that they have to pay a 
percentage to the Exposition, that they have 
to pay heavy wages, and that after six months 
their plant will be of little account. Unques- 
tionably in time these overcharges would have 
been regulated by the laws of supply and de- 
mand and the silent but eloquent pressure of 
the individual lunch basket. But it was not 
good policy to wait for that time, as mean-

A majority of peddlers make only one 
change in their cries, no matter 
how many words they may use. At 
least nine-tenths of the stout  criers 
utilize the same musical interval in shouting 
when they raise or lower their voices at all 
from the monotone. This common interval is 
what is known technically as the “minor 
third, or the skip on the piano from A to C, 
or © to A. or from C to E flat, and so on. 
From this it follows that many cries are 
common to all cities, In other 
words the venders of the same 
articles ordinarily use the same vocal 
inflection, whether they ply their trade in 
Chicago, New York, or Boke.

Boston Transcript: Two bondred and fifty 


freight cars would be required to carry away 


from Washington the silver dollars which are 
stored in the single vault of $98,000,000. Put- 
ting it that wey gives a more vivid notion of 
the bulk represented by the steres of coin ac- 
cumulated beneath the Tretsury. No wonder 
that the counting, conducted by sixty experts, 
occupies from two to three monthe and costes 
$6,000.
